“ In other words, the total income 
of the roads from their Wisconsin 
traffic increased 24 per cent more 
than the total income of all 
the 
roads in the United States, Wiscon­ 
sin included. 
“ Under the old political system of 
unequal taxation, in 1903, w’hen the 
railroads practically assessed them­ 
selves, they paid taxes in the 
state 
amounting to $1,795,285. 
Under the 
new system in 1909 when the state 
tax commission assessed them exact­ 
ly like farms, and other property, 
they paid $3,118,595. 
This was an 
increase up to 1909 of 74 per cent 
in the amount of their taxes. 
But 
during these same years, the taxes 
of all railroads in the United States 
increased only 47 per cent. 
That is, 
railroad taxes in Wisconsin have been 
increased in the first six years by the 
progressive legislation nearly twice 
as much as the increase for all the 
United States. 
The amount in 1912 
had increased to $3,594,473, or IOO 
per cent. 
Wisconsin railroad taxes 
are now’ $1,799,188 a year more 
than they were under the old boss 
system. 
“Throughout this long struggle, It 
was our contention that the regula­
